Ethic of Responsibility Vo ice o f the Peo p le

Env ironmental damage has been go­ 
ing on lor y ears, but it is only recently 
that a general concern and a growing 
awareness that we are face to face with 
an ecological crisis hav e come about. 
Now most of us recognize the need for im- 


superior intelligence and his belief in the 
intrinsic worth of each human being do 
not entitle him to assume that the natural

are increasingly inv olv ed in finding way s 
to prev ent the further impairment of our 
env ironment, to slow down its rate of de­ 
terioration, or to repair the damage done 
thus far. 
The problem has. of course, reached 
its most serious proportions in the dev el­ 
oped nations where industrialization and 
technology are highly adv anced. Nev er­ 
theless. the crisis is beginning to assume 
global dimensions and is becoming a con­ 
cern of the dev eloping nations as well. It 
threatens islands as well as continents, 
rural as well as urban populations, the 
high seas as well as the coastal waters, 
the tropics as well as the tundras, the 
Volga as well as the Hudson, and the 
Caspian Sea as well as Lake Erie. Moie- 
ov er, we are coming to realize that what 
Is done to the env ironment in one place 
today is likely to affect it also in othei 
places and at other times. 
At this critical ncture. when we are 
finally coming to realize the hazards and 
dangers of our situation, it would be well 
for man to question the v alidity of his 
attitudes toward nature and to consider 
*eriou slv the desirability and wisdom of 
formulating a new ethic for dealing with 
his natural env ironment, an ethic which 
would transcend most of the v alues we 
hav e traditionally held concerning our 
world. 
The Bible tells us that God gav e man 
dominion ov er all the earth and ov er e\- 
ery creature on it. Man has misinter­ 
preted this injunction as a license to ex ­ 
ploit rather than a conferral of respon­ 
sibility . In the last analy sis, man does in­ 
deed hav e dominion ov er all the earth, 
but this puts him under grav e obligations. 
Morally no society lias the right to ov er- 
utilize the world's resources for its own 
contemporary and selfish interests. Man 
must understand biological sy stems and 
conduct his affairs in such way s as to 
improv e the quality of life rather than de­ 
grade it through w anton ex ploitation. 
Tt is admirable and public-spirited to 
be deeply committed to the well-being of 
the present generation of human beings 
who here and now inhabit the earth, and 
hopefully this attitude will grow and con­ 
tinue. It is ev en more commendable for 
men liv ing today to become increasingly 
concerned about the future of their chil­ 
dren and their children s children in the 
face of a worsening env ironment. But 
the new ethic of ecological responsibility 
must ex tend far bey ond ev en this highly 
humanitarian concern. It must embody 
the highest responsibility of all — the ul­ 
timate responsibility for the total natural 
env ironment, the biosphere, and life it­ 
self — not human lile only , but all life, 
in its v aried and div erse forms. 
The first principle of the new eth¿ * 
would be that man must control his own 
fertility . Whether we are concerned pri­ 
marily with the present population of the 
world, 
with

man’s surv iv al as a species, or with pre­ 
serv ing the stability of the entire bio­ 
sphere. it is absolutely imperativ e that 
the human birth rate be curtailed.

To Concerned Citizens: 
The stu dent 
strike began 
last Wednesday and was to 
continu e throu gh Friday . The 
strike was called to protest 
the recent inv asion of Cambo­ 
dia. which w e feel is a fu rther 
commitment 
of 
American 
liv es to a senseless w'ar and 
a prolongation of u nju stified 
American 
interv ention: 
the 
u nnecessary ’ and indefensible 
deaths of the fou r stu dents at 
Kent; the killing of a black 
man by a policeman in ou r 
own commu nity ; and political 
oppression in this cou ntry . 
Unfortu nately , the State Po­ 
lice and National Gu ard were 
called in and. as any stu dent 
cou ld hav e predicted, v iolence 
was inev itable. The great m a­ 
jority of stu dents oppose v io­ 
lence. bu t the action of troops 
su rrou nding 
the 
Qu ad 
and 
blocking off streets produ ced 
tension, fru stration and antag­ 
onism on the part of all con­ 
cerned. 
The indiscriminate arrest of 
ov er 100 persons Satu rday in­ 
creased ill feelings and de­ 
stroy ed any respect for law 
enforcement on this campu s. 
These mass arrests inclu ded 
people sitting on the Qu ad, 
fly ing kites and throwing fris- 
bees. They were loaded into 
bu ses and taken to Memorial 
Stadiu m where they were held

gu ard.”

mined.” 
Undou btedly , many of y ou 
hav e seen pictu res of protest­ 
ing stu dents being carried off 
by police. Bu t how many pic­ 
tu res hav e y ou seen of stu ­ 
dents and teachers bleeding 
after being beat ov er the head 
with riot clu bs, of policemen 
literally walking ov er a stu ­ 
dent seated on the grou nd? 
How many pictu res do y ou 
see 
of 
policemen 
remov ing 
their badges and name tags 
before making mass arrests 
which inclu de news reporters 


and photographers doing their 
job to inform y ou ? How many 
pictu res of the dogs which 
were clu bbed to death by the 
police? How often do y ou see 
the pictu res of ten thou sand 
stu dents at a peacefu l rally , 
of fru strated attem pts at ex ­ 
ercising 
their 
constitu tional 
rights of free speech and as­ 
sembly ? These are the pic­ 
tu res that wou ld tell what has 
happened 
here in 
the last 
week. 


Now with the withdrawal of 
the State Police and National 
Gu ard, the campu s has qu iet­ 
ed down. Bu t we are continu ­ 
ing ou r strike becau se we are 
ex trem ely 
concerned 
abou t 
the recent national and local 
ev ents and the direction ou r 
society is taking. Consequ ent­ 
ly , we want the u niv ersity 
‘•opened u p” du ring this week 
so that instead of attending 
ou r regu lar classes we can 
be free to attend teach-ins and 
“ liberation” classes. The pu r­ 
pose of these is to become 
informed abou t the critical is­ 
su es facing u s as Americans 
and 
as 
hu man beings. We 
want to find ou t what we can 
do to eliminate political op­ 
pression and gu arantee ev ery ­ 
one his Constitu tional rights: 
to end the “ police state” situ ­ 
ations ex isting on many cam ­ 
pu ses: 
to 
prev ent 
fu rther 
tragedies su ch as that at Kent 
which resembled nothing so 
mu ch as a dictator’s firing 
squ ad ex ecu ting political pris­ 
oners: to insu re equ al oppor­ 
tu nities and freedom for ou r 
Black brothers and sisters: 
and to bring ou r brothers in 
Sou theast Asia home to stay . 
We feel a nationwide strike 
is the most-effectiv e means 
open to u s. 


Many of y ou u ndou btedly 
dismiss u s as “ Hippie radi­ 
cals.” Some of y ou probably 
cu rse u s as Commu nists. You r 
answer to ou r protesting is 
that we’re in college to get 
an edu cation. Perhaps ou r po­ 
litical beliefs do differ from 
y ou rs — bu t in America that’s 
ou r priv ilege. We agree that 
we’re here for an edu cation, 
and that’s why we’re striking. 
Many colleges are 
meeting 
the needs of their stu dents re­ 
garding these issu es; the U. 
of I. is not. At the moment 
it is more im portant to u s 
to become edu cated abou t the 
im portant issu es facing the 
world than to listen to du ll 
lectu res abou t irrelev ant su b­ 
jects. Ou r regu lar classes do 
not teach u s what political 
and legal channels are open 
to u s. what action we can take 
to end pov erty , war. and ex ­ 
ploitation. That's why we’re 
striking. It is part of ou r 
search for a way to change 
the 
world 
so 
ou r children 
don’t hav e to know war and 
v iolence and hu nger and dis­ 
crimination. We are criticized 
for qu estioning the “ sy stem ” 
and 
censu red for attacking 
the 
Establishm ent. 
Bu t 
so­ 
ciety cannot stand still. It is 
ou r du ty and part of ou r 
learning process to qu estion 
and attack.

Those of u s who 
can ponder on the words, the 
mood, and the resu lts hav e 
a better chance to assess the 
significance of Mr.

Mr. Nix on missed an inv al­ 
u able opportu nity to spell ou t 
what has accru ed, both mili­

He allu ded ju st once to the 
“ more than a million small 
arm s” and the thou sands of 
rockets already captu red. Had 
he spelled this ou t, he wou ld 
hav e made important head­ 
lines and reassu red millions 
of people.

When Mr. Nix on indu lges in 
that kind of repetition, he is 
making a point.

headlines 
abou t Cambodia, abou t Mr. 
Nix on’s refu sal to allow the 
media to “ driv e a wedge be­ 
tween the v ice president and 
m e” — as he pu t it — and 
abou t 
his 
reiteration

terrify stu dents and facu lty 
are “bu m s,” was his statem ent 
that the United States was re­ 
considering its decision not to 
send Phantom Jets to Israel.

eral government on pollution 
matters. 
Th e th ird agency would be an 
institute for environmental pro­ 
tection financed with $2 million 
to serve as a research arm. 
Th e bills, wh ich earlier ran 
into 
Democratic 
opposition, 
sailed th rough th e House after 
GOP lawmakers agreed to a 
Democratic amendment guaran­ 
teeing minority party represen­ 
tation on th e control board. Th e 
amendment provides th at no 
more th an th ree members of th e 
committee can be of th e same 
party . 
Th e House approved by a 96-0 
vote a bill sponsored by Rep. 
Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, wh ich 
would allow voters to cast bal­ 
lots in November 197 0 on a $1 
billion bond issue for conserva­ 
tion of air, water and land. A 
similar proposal was defeated in 
th e 1968 general election. 
Katz urged passage of h is bill, 


say ing th e governor would h ave

An airport in a small farming 
village may seem uruiaual b ut 
indeed it is not a new happen­ 
ing, 
as the privately owned 
commercial field started in 19 46 
with one plane. 
The plane and field were 
jointly owned b y twin b rothers, 
Ray and Bob Bresson, and their 
father George. 
Today , under the direction of 
the b rothers, the 15-acre field 
houses 16 planes, four b elonging 
to the field. 
Services at the airport include 
plane charter, licensed air taxi 
service, scenic air rides and a 
fully certified FAA flight school, 
taught b y three licensed flight 
instructors: Bob Bresson, Mi­ 
chael Marks, and Ray Bresson 
who originally learned to fly at 
the Dixon Airport in 19 45 and 
now holds a commercial flight 
inspector’s rating. 
Special training planes are 
availab le, seating two, and all 
with dual controls. 
Both ground school and 40 
hours actual flight training are 
conducted, leading to b oth pri­ 
mary and commercial flight li­ 
cense. 


Several students of the small 
airport have gone on to b e pilots 
for TWA, United and Ozark Air­ 
lines. 
Besides managing the airport, 
the Bressons are also dealers 
for Cessna and Champion Cita- 
b ra planes, and offer rides for 
prospective students or any in­ 
terested people at reasonab le 
rates.
